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OBITUARY - NORMAN WELLS $i 


Well known Peterborough, Ontario numismatist Norman Wells passed 
away on June ii after a brief illness. 

Wells, 74, had been involved in the numismatic hobby for over 
thirty years. He greatly enjoyed his involvement and was known by 
collectors througnout Canada and the United States. 

He was a life member & Past President of the Peterborough Coin 
Club and was instrumental in the coining of a special Peterborough 
Lift Lock medallion in 1964. He was a participant in many Peterborough 
Coin Club shows and club projects. 

One of Norm Wells interests was doing research and he wrote a 
number of articles and books on numismatic subjects. He was most 
well known for his Canadian Wooden money collection and related 
books. Wells wrote the definitive work on Wooden money and followed 
that up with additional supplements. His wooden money collection was 
one of the most complete in Canada. 

Wells also wrote books titled "Medals & Tokens of the Industrial 
Exhibition Association of Toronto" and "Medals of Designer-Engraver 
Stanley Hayman, Peterborough, Ontario. Again, Norm Wells compiled one 
of the largest collections of Toronto Exhibition medals. The C.N.E. 
purchased them a few years ago and this collection has been on view

Wells was a charter member of the Canadian Association of Wooden
